LESSONS FROM THE FIRE. 


A.great deal of comment -has been 


made, adverse and otherwise, on the 
work of the fire department at the 
Eckert fire Tuesday. 
In the; main, 


however, the criticisms have not been 
dlrecte'd toward the members of the 
department so much as toward the 
penurious policy pursued by the au- 
thorities in their treatment of fire de- 
partment affairs. 
' 


•-, That a city so large and important 
as Coshocton should have sbch poor 
facilities for rapid work on :flres and 
should tolerate a state of affairs such 
as was disclosed Tuesday, is ^matter 
of wonder. One line of hose frozen up; 
one line idle because some orieYto turn 
on the water could not be found; one 
hose cart out of action for the. greater 
part of the time it was sadly'"needed 
because the men who use the machine 
were in one end of the city and the 
machine in the other end; all these 
and other drawbacks the firemen had 
to contend with. 


When-thehoys finally got to work
